TEZPUR (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The Dalai Lama and his entour- 
age of more than 120 Tibetans 
arrived Friday at Khelong, a 
small hamlet just inside India’s 
Northeast Frontier Agency, 


had left Bomdila, © miles 
away, in a long jeep convoy on 
way to Tezpur and eventual 
sanctuary Mussoorie following 
his dramatic escape from Lhasa 
on March 17. 


Among those with him are 40 
Tibetans who took a leading 
part in the Lhasa revolt against 
the Chinese Communist forces. 

The convoy will resume its 
journey Saturday escorted by 
detachments of the Assam 
Rifles along a closely guarded 
road, past roadblocks, to Tez 
pur, 17 miles from Khelong. 

At Tezpur arrangements are 
now complete for the rece 
stop of two or three hours here 
of the Dalai Lama. During a 
stop of two or three hours here 
he will give a Darshan o—_ 
blessing) and is also expected 
to make a prepared statement 
to 100 press, radio and televi- 
sion correspondents now gather- 
ed here.

Escape Described 

NEW DELHI (AP) — The 
Dalai Lama, who is scheduled 
to arrive in Tezpur Saturday, 
has told Prime Minister Jawa- 
harlal Nehru he decided to flee 
Tibet because the Red Chinese 
resorted to force to thwart his 
resistance to whittle down 
Tibetan autonomy, the Times 
of India reported Friday under 
a Tezpur dateline. 

The Tibetan god-king decided 
to escape from his summer 
palace, Norbulingka, late the 
night of March 17 after Com- 
munist Chinese began shelling 
his residence in an apparent 
attempt to kill him. The Times 
quoted the Dalai Lama as ir 
forming Nehru. 

The living Buddha also told 
Nehru both shells fired at his 
residence that evening did not 
explode and “my life was sav- 
ed by Buddha,” the Times added.

Castro Defies Death Threats, 
Strolls Around D.C. Streets 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Cu- 
ban Premier Fidel Castro Thurs- 
day disregarded threats on his 
life and went on a hand-shaking, 
autograph-signing stroll through 
the streets and parks of Wash- 
ington. 


The bearded rebel leader made 
a larly big hit with 43 
visiting students from Clayton 
High School, St. Louls, who 
surged around him as he left 
the Cuban Embassy. He kept 
pausing to chat with them and 
sign autographs. 

At Meridian Hill Park, just a 
block from the embassy, a 
crowd of 300 Dg vag quickly 
gathered around him. He sign- 
ed more autographs and posed 
for dozens of photographs. 

Throughout his stroll, Castro 
waved to well-wishers and at 
one point chucked a baby under 
the chin. 

“In Cuba,” he replied, “there 
are not Communists, not capital- 
ists but Cubanists.” 

Earlier Thursday, Castro told 
newsmen that he would reply 
Friday to charges that Commu- 
nists have infiltrated his revo 
lutionary regime. He said his 
answer would be made in his

Castro was honored at a 


lunch Thursday by acting Sec 
retary of State Christian A. Her- 
ter at a downtown hotel. He 
told newsmen afterward that he 
did not come to the United 
States to ask for any foreign 
aid from the U.S. 

Castro said 20,000 persons had 
been murdered under the re 
gime of ex-dictator Fulgencio 
Batista. 

Castro also said he has “no 
news’ about a Panamanian com- 
plaint that an armed expedition 
against the Panamanian Govern- 
ment is being prepared on 
Cuban soil.

CAB Examiner

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Civil 
Aeronautics Board examiner 
Ferdinand Moran recommended 
Friday that the application of 
British Overseas Airways Cor- 
poration (BOAC) for a trans-

in effect be rejected. 

Instead, the examiner recom- 
mended that BOAC should be 
authorized to operate a route 
from San Francisco to Hong- 
kong via Honolulu and Wake 
Island, 

This, in effect, upset the rec- 
ommednation of the State De 
partment that the BOAC should 
have the route via Tokyo in- 
stead of via Manila 
Manila was not mentioned in 
Friday's decision.

Red China’s 
2nd National

(Kyodo-Reuter)— 
The Panchen Lama, Tibetan 
temporal leader appointed by 
the Peiping Government as head 
of a new temporary ruling body 
in Tibet, sat near Red Chinese 
Premier Chou En-lai when he 
opened a 1,000-delegate confer- 
ence here Friday. 


It was the first session of the 
Third National Committee of 
the Chinese People’s Politi- 
cal Consultative Conference 
(CPPCC), a united front body 
where, according to the official 
description, “representatives 
from various walks of life meet 
to discuss state affairs and make 
suggestions. 

The Panchen Lama wore a 
decorated ankle-length gold robe 
contrasting brightiy with the 
blue tunic suits of the other 
delegates. 

Chou is chairman of the 
CPPCC and the Panchen Lama 
one of the 14 vice chairmen. 

The list of delegates to the 
CPPCC meeting includes 10 
non-Communist former mem- 
bers of Parliament, including 
three former ministers dismiss- 
ed last year as “rightists who 
have Promised to mend elr 
ways.” 

The CPPCC is hold a 10- 
day session simultaneously with 
a meeting of the National Peo- 
ple’s , Red China's Par- 
liament, which will be formally 
opened Saturday.

For every 
10,000 vehicles there in 1957, 
41.5 persons lost their lives in 
traffic. 

This compares to a low 46 
traffic deaths per 10,000 vehicles 
in New York City, the highest 
rate in America. 

The survey said New York 
traffic accidents claimed 629 
lives in 1957. 

But in Tokyo, which has 
around one-fifth the number of 
vehicles that jam New York 
streets, 691 were killed. 

Last year, vehicle deaths in

Much to Celebrate 


The musical world this year 
celebrates the anniversaries of 
four great composers—Purcell, 
Handel, Haydn and Mendels- 
sohn. The year 1959 is the 
*ercentenary of Henry Purcell’s 
birth and the bicentenary of 
the death of George Frederick 
Mandel. It is just 150 years 
since the death of Franz Josef 
Haydn in Vienna on May 31, 
1808, and of the birth of Felix 
Mendelssohn in Hamburg of 
Feb. 3 of the same year. 


Together with the German- 
speaking peoples, England, of 
course, has a special part in all 
these celebrations. For if 
Purcell is the only native-born 
Englishman in this noble quad- 
riumvirate, Handel,. though Ger- 
man-born, is entombed in West- 
minster Abbey, the national

Sudol writes he'd like to come 
back here as an umpire instruc- 
tor. Maybe conduct an umpire 
school for the Pacific or Central 
Leagues. 

Sudol toured Japan last fall 
as the American umpire in the 
St. souls Cardinal troup. 

Sudol wrote this reporter: 

“I still can’t fully realize that 
I made the fabulous trip to 
Japan. It's still all like a dream. 
I enjoyed it immensely and 
shall never forget the experi- 
ence. 

“I would like to return to 
Japan as an umpire instructor. 
Perhaps you could tell me the 
right people to contact concern- 
ing the operation of an umpire 
school there.” 

We did. And the idea will 
be considered at today’s joint 
meeting of the Pacific and Cen- 
tral Leagues. League officials 
seemed interested when we 
first broached the idea to them 
over the phone. 

Sudol’s idea is a novel one 
here in Japan. Why? Simply 
because the Japanese don't have 
umpire schools as do the majors 
in the States. 

Anybody who wants to be a 
Japanese major league umpire 
here simply applies to the Com- 
missioner of Baseball between 
November and April. If he can 
pass the Commissioner's writ- 
ten and oral exams, he is tried 
out in spring-training or sec- 
ond-string games of the majors, 
or In local sand-lot affairs. If 
he calls ‘em the way the Com- 
missioner sees ‘em, he’s got a 
job. 

Umpires are usually former 


| baseball players or coaches. But 
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By HAMILTON MESERVE 


the pay scale is low—around a 
monthly minimum of ¥30,000— 
so a job on the side usually 
helps. 

And Japanese umpires don't 
command too much authority 
on the field—or get much back- 
ing from the league off the field. 
For example, last May 10 in 
the sixth inning of a Nankai 
Hawks-Toei Flyers game, first 
base ump Takayoshi Tsunoda 
made the mistake of calling 
Flyer catcher Hachiro Yama- 
moto out at first base when it 
was obvious—to Yamamoto any- 
way—that the first baseman’s 
foot was off the bag. Yamamoto 
wheeled in fury and belted ump 
Tsunoda with a haymaker in 
the face. 


ed him off and dragged him 
back to the dugout. Ump Tsu- 
noda pulled himself together 
and automatically ejected the 
catcher. However, nobody on 
the Fivyers’ squad—including 
Manager: Yoshiyuki Iwamoto— 
saw to it that Yamamoto left 
the premises. So, five minutes 
later, Yamamoto broke loose 
and went for ump Tsunoda 
in. 

For this performance Yama- 
moto drew a soft five-week sus- 
pension. In the American Ma- 
jors he would have been out 
for the season, if not for good. 

This lack of backing from 
both players and the league may 
explain Mr. Sudol’s one criti- 
cism of Japanese umpiring. He 
told us last year that the Japa- 
nese umps were excellent on 
the bases and on balls and 
strikes across the shoulders and 
knees. But he said they were 
very “generous” on the corners 
—far more than in the U5. 
Majors. 

Why the difference? 

Baseball experts will tell you 
here that the umps are a 
downright afraid to call the cor- 
ners against the pitchers. -They 
just don't want the likes of 
catcher Yamamoto suddenly 
whirling around and re-arrang- 
ing their bridgework after call- 
ing ball four with the bases 
full. And those prima donna, 
high-salaried Japanese pitchers 
can be pretty rough too. 

So, maybe Mr. Sudol could 
include the art of self<liefense 
in his curriculum, if he ns 
up Japan's first umpire school 
next year. Let's hope he can

Maker Urges

A Canadian electric apparatus 
manufacturer advised Japanese 
traders to tle up with “reput- 
able firms” in Canada in sell- 
ing their goods there. 


Arthur K. Tateishi, president 


of Seabreeze Manufacturing 
lAd., told The Japan Times 
Thursday that 
Japanese elec 
trical and elec- 


tronic products, 
especially trans- 
istor radios, are 
“doing a very 
good job” in 
Canada but due 
to faulty sales 
methods they 
were not build- 
ing as good a 
name as they 
deserve. 

“They must endeavor to tle 
up with reputable firms, not 
just anybody that comes up to 
you,” said the 40-year-old Cana- 
dian of Japanese ancestry. He 
said that because some Japanese 
makers failed to stabilize the 
prices of their goods in the 
Canadian market, they have 
given a bad name to Japanese 
products. 


Tateishi is known in Toronto 
as a man who made a fortune 
with nothing but his talents 
and zeal. 


Born the son of an immigrant 
Japanese farmer's couple, he 
had to quit school at 12 years 
of age when his father suffered 
a stroke. Starting as a signal 
boy in a logging outfit, he work- 
ed through a six-month radio 
technician's course at 15 to be- 
come a radio engineer. He first 
opened a small one-man radio 
repair shop at 16. Last year, 
his firm which now employs 
more than 200 workers grossed 
more than $3,500,000. Seabreeze 
products include record players, 
electric fans, motors, heaters, 
tape recorders and radio sets. 


The Nisel businessman-en- 
gineer has several inventions to 
his credit. Best known among 
them is avhat he calls “child- 
proof” fan. It is different from 
ordinary fans in that air is 
channeled by four metal louvers 
that oseillate back and forth in 
front of the fan while the hous- 
ing remains stationary. The 
face of the unit is covered by 
a tight mesh grill.

Free World T rade 
With Red Bloc Up 


Trade between Free World 
and Communist countries, in- 
creasing since 1953, rose two 
$7,200 million in calendar 1958, 
according to released 
here Thursday by the Interna- 
tional Trade Promotion Associa- 
tion of Japan. 


The 1958 volume represen 
an improvement of about 10 per 
cent over 1957. 


Japan's trade with Communist 
countries in 1958, however, de 
clined remarkably to $163 mil 
lion—13.2 per cent less than in 
1957. 


Specifically, Japan's exports 

totaled $76 million and imports 
$86 million, declines of 0.5 and 
22 per cent, respectively, as 
compared with the preceding 
years, 

The marked drop in imports 
resulted from suspension of 
trade relations with Communist 
China. 


The crisis in trade between 
Japan and Communist China 
helped increase trade between 
other Free World countries and 
the China Continent. 


Free World countries exclud- 
ing Japan, for example, export- 
ed about 2 million tons of steel 
goods to Communist nations in 
1958, Of this total, the unt 
exported to Communist China 
reached 600,000 tons, a big rise 
over the 91,000 tons shipped in 
1957,

The Foreign Office sent a 
note verbale Wednesday to the 
French Embassy supporting 
BIEM, but the Education Min- 
istry interpreted the message 
in such a way as to support 
Japanese record companies, 


The Education Ministry says 
it earlier gave “tacit” approval 
to BIEM’s representative to 
operate in Japan in accordance 
with the Intermediating Busi- 
ness Law. The “tacit” approval 
was given on the condition that 
the 2 per cent royalty provision 
of the Japan Music Copyright 
Association would be observed, 
it says. 


The Japan Copyright Council 
said Thursday that the “tacit” 
approval was an administra- 
tive measure that carried no 
legal force. It cannot In any 
way invalidate the 4 per cent 
royalty contract signed in 1956, 
it claims. 


As matters now stand, the 
Japan Copyright Council and 
Japan Record Association are 
locked in dispute, while the 
Education Ministry and the 
Foreign Office are opposed on 
how to interpret domestic re- 
guiations concerning musical 
copyrights. 


BOAC Said Losing 


£25,000 Weekly 


LONDON (UPI) — Britain's 
state owned British Overseas 
Airways Corporation (BOAC) is 
losing about £25,000 weekly as 
a result of U.S. authorities with- 
holding a permit for a round- 
the-world service through San 
Francisco and Tokyo, the Gov- 
ernment estimated Thursday. 


A Government spokesman, 
the Earl of Gosford, told Parlia- 
ment that the service was pro- 
vided for in the Anglo-U.S. Air 
Services Agreement. 


The U.S. Civil Aeronautics 
Board, however, has not yet 
issued an operating permit fol- 
lowing protests by Northwest 
Orient Airlines (NWA). 


Gosford said representations 
about the delay have been made 
to U.S. authorities both here 
and in Washington, D.C. He 
said the delay appeared due 
mainly “to the opportunities

HONGKONG—The Hongkong 
apparel manufacturing indus- 
tries have become somewhat 
less dependent on Japanese cot- 
ton fabric supplies for their ex- 
port garment trade with the 
United States, and the trend of 
local fabric manufacture is con- 
tinuing gradually in that direc- 
tion. 


While some in the fabric 
weaving and finishing indus- 
tries are ready to prociaim 
Hongkong’s in dependence of Ja- 
pan by the end of this year, cool- 
er heads say that they still 
must depend on Japan for cor- 
duroy, flannel, gingham and 
better-quality broadcloth. As 
a result, Japan's own quotes on 
shipments of fabric to Hong- 
kong still have a_ restrictive 
effect on Hongkong’s ability to 
export apparel to the U.S. But 
there is no doubt that within a 
few vears, this dependence will 
be minimized or largely elimi- 
nated. 


Local spinners and weavers— 
notably the few largest vertical 
mille—are gradually moving to 
higher-count yarns. They now 
spin carded 406 in fair volume, 
and are moving more actively 
into combed 40s to 60s. Some 
are aiming higher. 

The big cotton mills are pret- 
ty much leveled off at 340,000 
spindles and 11,000 looms. Seme 
more spindles may be added to 
round out facilities here and 
there, and one more small spin- 
ning mill operation is reported- 
ly about to be organized soon. 

More important is the fact 
that new machinery is being 
installed in some cases replac 
ing units bought only 5 to 10 
years ago. Box looms are among 
these, aimed at developing par- 
tial independence in ginghams. 

There is talk here of starting 
corduroy production, because 
the trickle of corduroy which 
Japan allows to come down 
here is not sufficient to meet 
American demand for fall-win- 
ter garments. Similarly, one 
mill has installed the latest4ype 
German napping machine, with 
a monthly capacity of 1,200,000 
yards a month, and they are 
supplying printed flannels to 
the sport shirt trade. This only 
fills a small faction of the de- 
mand, but it is symptomatic of 
the willingness of Hongkong 
manufacturers to do anything 
new to take business that is of- 
fered them. 

Most of the ginghams being 
made here are 20s carded con- 
structions, suitable for shorts 
and other garments, but not 
blouses and sport shirts. Some 
“acceptable” 40s carded ging 
hams are available, but not 
much as yet. 

Even Hongkong is finding dif- 
ficulty In selling coarse goods 
in Southeast Asia, now that sev- 
eral of these countries have 
their own cotton mills, and 
those that don’t, have Red Chi- 
na’s goods offered to them from 
time to time. The thinking 
here is definitely toward finer 
count goods and finished goods, 
rather than the gray goods 
(principally for the United 
Kingdom) in coarse construc 
tions, which have been the 
mainstay of the export industry 
heretofore. 

The addition of a third big 
finishing plant will induce weav- 
ers to produce more shirting- 
class goods. One observer even 

redicts that within five years 

ongkong will be self-sufficient 
in finishing and won't even ex- 
port any gray cloth. The gradu- 
al relaxation of the water- 
shortage problem lends some 
hope to this sort of thinking; 
byt more conservative sources 
say they want to see the water 
first before they'll believe it. 
Right now, the Government will 
permit no more finishing plants 
to use the public water. sup 
plies; they must develop their 
own private supplies.

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Future of Africa 

The movement for political freedom is growing through- 
out the continent of Africa and is gradually posing one of 
the major international problems of the age. 

Last Wednesday was widely celebrated as African: Free- 
dom Day and in Cairo and elsewhere there were fiery 
speeches attacking “colonialism and imperialism” and in- 
sisting that “all Africa must be freed.” I& Washington, 
Senator Hubert H..Humphrey proposed that April 15 shouid 
be designated African Freedom Day each year by presiden- 
tial proclamation. 

The movement against the division of Africa into a 
number of European colonies, which division was fastened 
on the continent in the 19th century, has been gathering 
force for the past two decades, but there is little doubt 
that a principal factor in the present situation is the success 
achieved by a number of countries in Asia in throwing off 
foreign domination since World War Il, 


The four Européan nations that control most of Africa 
are Britain, France, Belgium and Portugal. By giving in- 
dependence to the former colony of the Gold Coast in 1957, 
Britain inaugurated the State of Ghana which has since 
played a leading role in the spread of the independence 
movement in other parts of Africa. France has reconstitut- 
ed her wide domains in Africa; Guinea has become in- 
dependent and various republics within the French Com- 
munity have been set up elsewhere. French control has 
been withdrawn from Morocco and Tunis which are today 
fully independent states but conflict still continues in 
Algeria, which the French regard as part of France. 

In the northeast of Africa, Egypt is not only freed 
from foreign influences but has merged with Syria, an 
Asian territory, to form the United Arab Republic. Libya 
is now an independent Arab kingdom. All these develop- 
ments have greatly modified the African political picture 
within the last few years and may be regarded as con- 
stituting the beginning of a movement destined to go very 
far indeed. 

The principle of white ascendancy is being actively 
challenged in almost every part of Africa, including the 
Union of South Africa where indigenous Africans are prac- 
tically deprived of political rights and the doctrine of 
apartheid flourishes. The racial differences here are very 
great and the Government .is actuated by the motive of 
keeping the races apart as much as possible—a process 
which in actual operation apparently means giving the 
Africans an inferior status in their own country. 


In Central Africa, the Europeans merely sit down 
temporarily in the country, and only in a few highlands 
are there permanent white settlers. Such communities 
exist in the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland and 
the supposed subordination of the interests of the Africans 
to those of the Rhodesian foreign settlers apparently spur- 
red the recent troubles In Nyasaland. It looks as if a 
problem something like that existing in the Union of South 
Africa may be in the making. 

Generally speaking, the colonial powers are doing their 
best to improve the conditions for the African peoples and 
to fit them for eventual self-government wherever this is 
possible. But the difficulties are great and there is always 
the fear of disruptive activities springing from the Com- 
munists who, of course, have not failed to take an active 
interest in what is happening in Africa. 

African communities that have only recently been 
divorced from primitive tribal conditions are open to out- 
side influences of a subversive character and responsible 
authorities are naturally fearful of the consequences. The 
spread of European education, mostly English or French, 
is giving large numbers of Africans an entirely new outlook 
and has given rise to a new eagerness on their part to 
play a greater role in international affairs. To what politi- 
cal forms, these aspirations will ultimately lead, it is 
impossible to forecast and the shape of the Africa of 
the future may be considered an unknown quantity. 


Some Africans, fired by the new enthusiasms, envisage 
@ single African state in the nature. of a federation of 
the whole continent. But such a concept seems farfetched 
in view of the many differences in population, climate and 
natural products of the various parts of Africa. Neverthe- 
less, it is quite likely that many of the present divisions, 


largely artificial, will not endure. 


It is clear, indeed, that 


the great African continent 


is headed for a long period of evolution before its exact 


position in the modern world becomes certain. 


It is the 


concern of all that this evolution should be of a peaceful 
character and this will be the greatest wish of the rest 


of the nations. 


Doubling the Wages 


Political Leader Takes Up Idea First Conceived by Economist 


Tt all started from what may 
be called “the first auspicious 
dream of the New Year” seen 
by a famous Japanese economist. 

On New Year's Day, no dream 
disturbs the nightly sleep, so 
traditionally minded Japa- 
nese believe. “On Jan. 2, how- 
ever, they do expect some aus- 
picious dream and put under 
neath the pillow a good luck 
picture of a sailboat laden 
heavily with gold, silver, coral, 


pearls, garnet, sapphire and 
ruby. 
The following morning, the 


center of the family conversa- 
tion would be the wonderful 
dreams they saw the night be- 
fore. This year, a vernacular 
paper on that morning carried 
an article by Dr. Ichiro Naka- 
vama entitied “A Proposal to 
Double the Wages—Higher Pro- 
ductivity Makes This No Mere 
Dream.” 


In fact, the idea assumed 
realistic tones, when it was 
taken up in February by ex- 
Finance Minister Hayato Ikeda, 
influential Liberal-Democrat, 
whom political observers regard 
as one of the likeliest succes- 
sors to Prime Minister Kishi, 
should he retire. 

Ikeda’s Ideas 

Ikeda propounded his idea on 
double Wages at a speech meet- 
ing in his constitutency in Hiro- 
shima Prefecture and drew 
enthusiastic applause of the 
audience. This gave him 
courage enough to repeat the 
same theme at a business execu- 
tives’ meeting in Osaka on his 
way back to Tokyo. The reac 
tions there, however, were un- 
derstandably cold. 


Willy-nilly, he thus assumed 
an obligation to put forth his 
view in a more coherent man 
ner and he fulfilled it by con- 
tributing an article to the Nihon 
Keizai Shimbun on March 9%. 
His approach this time was 
rather cautious, based upon a 
thesis written by Osamu Shimo- 
mura, financial counsellor at the 
Finance, Ministry. (This thesis 
itself does not contain any 
proposal for double wages.) 

His argument, however, comes 
inevitably in conflict with the 
official long-range economic 
program endorsed by the Gov- 
ernment and the “Libera!-Demo- 
cratic Party, because any 
“doublethe-wage” formula re 
quires a faster growth of na- 
tional economy than that 
envisioned by the official pro- 
gram. 

As one of the official planners, 
Saburo Okita, Economic Plan- 
ning Agency’s planning bureau 
director, defended their plan in 
a recent issue of the Financial 
Economist (Kinyu-Keizai-Jijo) 
and criticized Shimomura, 
though not the ex-Minister, 


Basic Axioms 


In the discussion of this topic 
on wages, there are some basic 
axioms, which neither the pro- 
ponents nor the opponents” of 
double wages. can ignore. 


First of all, any nominal raise 
in wages is meaningless, if the 
raise is offset by inflationary 
prices. The advocates of wage 
raise, therefore, must argue 
either (1) that the manage- 
ment is withholding an unduly 
large profit, or (2) that higher 
productivity will assure a more 
abundant supply of goods and 
will warrant the wage raise 
without inflation. 

The first type of argument is 
often employed by the General 
Council of Japan Trade Unions 
(Sohyo) to justify its wage de-

expected to expand and the 
wage level must rise according- 
ly. .This official program is a 
better-reasoned scheme  com- 
plete with a timetable. 


His proposal might have been 
forgotten, therefore, but for the 
favorable attention from the 
ex-Finance Minister Ikeda. By 
comparison, however, Ikeda’s 
proposal may seem to be a 
retreat in that it does not call 
for the double wages as the im- 
mediate aim, 


But he says: “In five to 10 
years, it is not impossible to 
increase the income or salaries 
two or even threefold.” And it 
is this time element that makes 
his proposal deserve more seri- 
ous attention. 

In his own introductory sum- 
mary, Ikeda’s theory is brought 
under three points: “(1) The 
Japanese national economy has 
been strengthened of late be- 
yond ordinary measure. (2) The 
Japanese economy has a large 
potential productive power but, 
for lack of effective demand, is 
languishing under the pressure 
of supply surplus. (3) It is 
therefore both feasible and 
necessary to nurture the effec- 
tive demand, to actuate to the 
full the productive power 
(equipment and manpower) 
and to let the stre ed eco- 
nomic power of Japan develop 
further.” 


Defects in Policy 


In simple terms, he sees the 
ilis of the Japanese economy in 
its unemployed segments of 
equipment and manpower des- 
ba its remarkable expansion. 

y not eliminate the artificial 
restraints now put on the 
growth of national economy? 
Why not deal more positively 
with public works, housing pro- 
jects and investments in scienti- 
fic research? 


He thinks such will 
boost the wages to a level 


twice or three times as high as 
the present level, that is in five 
to 10 years, while he expressly 
disclaims any intention to dou- 
ble the wages immediately. 


He compares the figures on 
gross national product and in- 
vestment and claims that pro- 
duction lagged far behind invest- 
ment largely due to the artificial 
restraints placed on economy. 

These restraints are enforced 
for fear that Japan’s trade bal- 
ance might go in the red as at 
the time of the so-called Jimmu 


boom of 1956-57. But Ikeda 
brushes aside this fear .as 
groundless. 


In order to expose the soft 
spots of his argument some 
technical discussion is neces- 
sary, which seems more suited 
to an economic journal like the 
Financial Economist than to a 
newspaper. 

In a nutshell, however, the 
Ikeda theory ignores the in- 
creasing difficulty to cxpand 
production by new investment, 
Expansion was easy in the proc- 
ess of the postwar rehabilita- 
tion. Now that the process is 
through, any investment means 
a real new progress, which 
takes much investment, The al- 
leged lag of production behind 
investment should be explained 
by this increasing difficulty or 
decreasing effect of investment. 

Political About-Face 

Tkeda also failed to take note 
of the fact that the bulk of the 
now unemployed facilities is 
made up of inefficient or ob- 
solescent equipment and also 
the fact that a rapid growth of 
economy will inevitably in- 
crease the degree of Japan's de- 
pendence upon imports and 
worsen the trade balance more 
quickly than expected. 

The Shimomura thesis, on 
which Ikeda apparently based 
his argument, has the merit of 
being the first optimist criti- 
cism of the official long-range 
program, often the target of pes- 


simist criticism before. And 
Ikeda’s advocacy doubie 
wages ly attests to his 
political metamorphosis. He 


once incurred the wrath of the 
people by couching the official 
austerity policy in extremely un- 


* popular terms: “Poor families, 


eat wheat!” Wheat has certain- 
ly more nutritive value but the 
Japanese used to regard it as 
being inferior to rice, 


At any rate, double wages 
are obviously not the most ef- 
fective stimulus to economy. 
The ¥8,000a-month flat-rate 
minimum wage, as proposed by 
the Socialist Party and Sohyo, 
is far better in this regard. For 
the income in the low income 
strata must be increased, if con- 
sumption, instead of investment, 
is to be encouraged.
